To this day it is one of UCLA's 
unsolved mysteries. Like the infamous "Blue Mask" (a 
male flasher in the botanical gardens who was active 
during the same time period), the "Mad Shitter" was never 
caught.

UCLA LIBRARIANS CONDEMNED TO DEATH? ! ! (NO JOKE) 



The UCLA administration has incontrovertible evidence 
that there is a bomb in one of the campus buildings. 
They don't know when it is set to go off since the 
"terrorists" in question are ambiguous on this point. 
They do know which building the bomb is in and they know 
that it is a big one and, depending on the time of day 
the explosion will occur, massive loss of life is expect- 
ed. To the credit of the administration, they are 
planning to expend massive sums of money to remove the 
danger. Here is the catch. In the meantime, the 
building in question, Powell Library, will continue to be 
used as if nothing is wrong. 

Calif ornians, native and transplanted, have probably 
recognized this as a thinly veiled description of the 
earthquake danger present in some of the campus build- 
ings, including Powell. The bomb, of course, is the 
expected next major earthquake in southern California. 



UCLA paid good money for a comprehensive study by 
Robert Englekirk Consulting to examine the entire campus 
safety issue when the big temblor strikes. If you go to 
the University Research Library Reference Desk you can 
even take a look at it yourself. Englekirk, UCLA T s own 
consultant, mentions the destructiveness of the 1933 Long 
Beach Earthquake and the 1971 Sylmar Earthquake before 
stating, "The potential for earthquakes with far greater 
destructive capacity in Southern California during the 
useful life of UCLA campus buildings is a near cer- 
tainty." Hence my statement about UCLA having knowledge 
of a bomb in a campus building. I single out Powell 
because Englekirk 's prioritization formulas rate that 
building as most in need of structural work. 

A lot of Englekirk T s methodology mystifies me since I 
am not an engineer rather a budding librarian - I'm a 
student in the Graduate School of Library and Information 
Science which is housed in my favorite building, Powell. 
My favorite statistic from the study is the "Life Safety 
Ratio" or "LSR" . I don't know how the LSR is constructed 
but I still think it can be somewhat understood by a 
naive browser, like myself. For example, Englekirk 
indicates that Boelter Hall is UCLA f s safest building 
with an LSR of 25. Powell has an LSR of 2500. Does this 
mean, as I think it does, that when a major earthquake 
strikes I am 100 times more likely to die in Powell than 
in Boelter? Do the engineering students who occupy 
Boelter know something that we don T t? 

Englekirk cites the University of California's 
historic stance of comparing the cost of rehabilitating a 
building with the number of lives to be saved. They use 
this "Benefit Cost Ratio" or "BCR" to prioritize which 
building should be at the top of the fixit list. 
Englekirk nobly states "... that a reduction in the 
threat to life safety is the major emphasis of this 
study." I'm not sure that UCLA is operating under the 
same moral imperative. As far as I know, while UCLA 
waits for work to commence on Powell they have no 
intention of evacuating anyone from the building. What 
this amounts to is a probable death sentence by the 
University of California on some of the users of Powell. 



When I think about UCLA's building priorities I think 
about tennis courts, parking structures, student housing, 
etc. All of these are useful and desirable expenditures 
of funds. However, shouldn't the first priority be the 
safety of the campus community rather than the opportuni- 
ty to more readily reserve a tennis court? 

Just this year the University has proudly trumpeted 
the expansion of the UCLA Medical Center. I posit that 
expanding the facilities to take care of massive numbers 
of injured people is less efficient than insuring that 
nobody gets injured in the first place. 

Ok, let's avoid numbers and look at Englekirk's 
narrative, specifically on Powell: "The fact that the 
[Powell] rotunda is supported by a building about which 
there is every reason to entertain serious seismic 
concerns is not reassuring. If the lower portion of the 
building should fail in the vicinity of the rotunda . . . 
[the rotunda's] collapse would then follow." These 
consultants, hired and paid by UCLA - this report was 
delivered directly to the University and is not some 
obscure document out of nowhere - state unequivocally 
about Powell that "... life threatening structural 
behavior can be expected during a significant earth- 
quake." 

J'accuse, Chancellor Chuck Young. J'accuse, UCLA. 
J'accuse, University of California. J'accuse, State of 
California. Guilty on all counts. I recommend that you, 
the gentle (and alive) reader, save this document, and 
all expected responses to it, in order to support the 
massive number of legal cases of personal injury that 
will occur when Powell's masonry falls on your head and 
the rotunda collapses, "They" know about this in advance 
and "they" aren't doing a thing about it. 

Of course, if structural changes are implemented 
before the big quake hits, and nobody gets hurt, then the 
University is off the hook. So, welcome to the Universi- 
ty of Nevada at Las Vegas (Los Angeles branch) where the 
stakes are our lives.
